Loss of the ss. ‘‘Edenmoor” in the Red Sea. 
The Crew Rescued by H.M.S, “ Edgar.” —At 
9.30 a.m. on the morning of Nov. 24, the ss. Edenmoor, 
bound from Batoum to Karachi with 112,000 cases of 
petroleum oil, was sighted by H.M.S. Edgar off the island 
of Jebel Tier in the Red Sea, with distress signal “ Am on 
Fire” flying. Boats were lowered and sent to her, and on 
account of her engine-room being ablaze and the after-hold 
fired, the crew were taken on board H.M.S, Edgar, The 
Edenmoor was then taken in tow with the idea of taking her 
to Perim, but in the morning watch on the 26th the towing 
hawser parted, and on nearing the vessel to pick her 
up again, she was seen to be hopelessly ablaze. 
the deck-cargo of coal burning fiercely and forehold 
smouldering. It was then decided to sink her in deep 
water. The Edgar, therefore, opened fire, and sank her in

seventy fathoms off Tebayir Island. The fire was caused 
by a cock in the petroleum tank in tke engine-room Jeaking. 
The chief engineer was adjusting it, when it broke, and 
while attempting to plug the hole, the oil which had escaped 
suddenly caught fire. In half an hour the engine-room was 
a complete wreck, and the bulkheads were red hot. The 
Edenmoor was built at South Shields in 1894, and was owned 
by Messrs. W. Runciman and Co., of Newcastle. The 
master and crew were landed at Aden. 


New Theatre at Deptford.—Central London will 
have to look to its laurels if it is not to be eclipsed by the 
fine theatres fast springing up in the suburbs. The latest 
of these, which will be opened on Boxing Day, is at Dept- 
ford, about three minutes’ walk from New Cross station. 
Thus all the South Eastern district will be in touch with 
it. The building (which has been designed by Mr. W. G. 
Sprague, the well-known theatre architect) has been 
sketched by a P.I.P. Artist. It seats about 3500; the pit 
and stalls together accommodate about 850, and the gallery

in old rose-red plush, and the general idea inside is Italian. 
The whole interior is lit with electricity, and electric fan 
ventilators are used to extract the vitiated atmosphere.

Conviction of a Liverpool Shipowner.—William 
Western Tapscott, shipowner a: d manager, of Liverpool, 
was found guilty, at the Liverpool Assizes on Saturday, of 
fraudulently applying money belonging to four steam-ship 
companies, amounting in all to £26,000, to uses other than 
those of the companies. Prisoner was sentenced to three 
years penal servitude. 


The Liverpool Doctor’s Divorce Petition.—A 
P.I.P. Artist sketched the ae in a peculiar divorce 
case heard by Mr. Justice Barnes atthe Strand Courts of 
Justice. This was a petition brought by Dr. James Brian 
Joseph Brady, a surgeon practising at Liverpool, on the 
ground of hi wife’s misconduct with Mr. Jonathan John- 
ston, a commission agent. The misconduct was not denied, 
but the respondent countercharged her husband with 
cruelty and misconduct, the latter accusation being with 
regard to a Spanish lady, and also with regard to a former 
servant. The petitioner denied these countercharges. 
Damages were claimed against the co-respondent. ‘The 
petitioner, recalled, gave evidence rebutting his wife’s 
statements and allegations on the question of the counter- 
charges, which he denied in toto. As for Mrs. Naverin, the 
Spanish lady, she always came to the house upon his wife’s 
invitation, and never upon hisinvitation. She had written to 
him several letters, but in only one addressed him as ‘My

Dearest Doctor,” and he showed that letter to his wife. 
He had written from Paris to his wife, telling her that the 
‘* naughty pictures in the Paris windows would shock her,” 
but there was surely nothing wrong in writing that to his 
wife. He had kissed Mrs. Naverin, but only once, and then 
under the mistletoe ‘at Christmas ata party. There was not 
a shadow of foundation for the allegation that he had been 
guilty of misconduct with her The jury last Monday 
found against the respondent and co-respondent, and nega- 
tived the counter allegations.

Mr. Melton Prior’s Letter. 
‘* Bagh, Nov. 19, 1897. 

“In the hasty sketch I send you there were 
seven men and two officers who got separated 
from their regiments, and taking to a nullah for 
safety were attacked by the enemy in great force. 
Four men and two officers were killed, and the 
other three escaped as by a miracle. In this 
action Private Vickery particularly distinguished 
himself. One man had a big stone thrown down 
on his head, but still he escaped. Vickery 
bayonetted one man. His bayonet refusing to 
come out, it got detached from his rifle. Then 
he killed another with the butt end, just as an 
officer was in danger of losing his sword. Then, 
in the struggle, he lost his rifle; but, picking up 
a huge stone, he hurled it at another of the 
enemy, and recovered his rifle. He has been 
recommended for the Victoria Cross at the fight 
at Dargai, and this is considered another act of 
bravery. The post leaves two days earlier, as 
we are marching on, and have now arrived at 
Bagh, the Afridi capital; and as I write I am 
under 8 very heavy fire.” 

Gordon Highlanders Cornered. 


The writer of ‘‘Reuter’s Special Service ’’ 
wired last Sunday from the Camp at Sher Khel— 

“ 'Phe rearguard of the 3rd Brigade, consisting 
of part of the Gordons, the 2nd Gurkhas, and 
the 2nd Punjab Infantry, owing to the labour 
involved by the transport of the wounded, found 
themselves last night surrounded in a nullah. 
‘The enemy were in such numbers, and the men 
were dropping so fast, that it was impossible for 
them to come into camp, and they accordingly 
rushed a village about two miles from camp, and 
held it alt night. 

‘t The party, which was about 400 strong, and 
was commanded by Major Downham, was re- 
inforced this morning, when the Gordons were 
found to have fourteen wounded and four killed.

despatch from General Lockhart stated that on] y 
one officer was wounded in the course of the 
brilliantly successful operations in the Bara and 
Mastura Valleys on Friday and Saturday of last 
week. This was Lieutenant Williams, of the 
Transport Department. During the same opera- 
tions two privates were killed and thirteen 
wounded, More fighting took place on Sunday, 
however, and the casualty list may prove to be 
much longer. 

Some splendid work was done on Saturday by 
the 30th Punjab Infantry, under the command 
of Major M‘Leod. They are under orders to 
join the main camp at Barkai. On Saturday 
morning they commenced the retirement, moving 
along the Waran Valley. They were hotly 
pressed from first to last by a body of five 
hundred Afridis, who repeatedly attacked our 
men. But the latter were so cleverly handled 
by their officers that the movement was com- 
pleted without one man killed or wounded on 
our side.

White Hart Hotel, facing the sea. The service 
at the church was conducted by the Vicars of 
St. John’s and All Saints’, and the Rev. B. Brigg 
(Baptist), and that at the cemetery by the Rev. 
E. Taylor Jones (of St. Paul’s), the Vicars of 
St. John’s, St. Saviour's, Westgate, and Holy 
Trinity, the Revs. J. James (Congregational), and 
A. Brice (Wesleyan). All the bodies were buried 
in one grave. The Mayor of Margate has, 
happily, reccived ample sums to relieve the 
sufferers from the calamity.

A Reconnaissance in force was made to the Saran Sar heights from the camp at Maidan on November 9. The enemy were driven from their mountain stronghold; and the chief points of the ridge were occupied by five companies of the 
Northamptonshire Regiment, forming part of General Westmacott’s force. As the troops were withdrawing over the very difficult ground, the enemy rallied in force and poured a fierce fire upon the Northamptonshire mén, who were 
obliged to heliograph for aid in the bringing down of their wounded fellows. The 36th Sikhs were promptly despatched to their help by General Westmacott, but the return was not even then accomplished without further loss under the 
tribesmen’s fire. The bodies of Lieutenant Macintire and the twelve men who lost their lives with him in this action were subsequently found in a gorge under circumstances which showed that they must have made a heroic stand against 
Earl Spencer and the men of Northamptonshire have met to commemorate the heroism of their gallant fellow-countymen.
